GLASGOW AND WEST OF SCOTLAND BRANCH. 

Notification of Births Act, 1907,—Under the auspices 
of the Brauch a meeting of the profession in Glasgow was 
held in the Faculty Hall on Tuesday, December 10th, 
1907, for the purpose of considering what action the pro- 
fession should take in view of the Corporation having 
adopted the Act. There was a very large attendance, and 
ia the absence of the President of the Branch, Dr. 
Linpsay STEVEN was asked to take the chair. Dr. 
HAMILTON read the notice calling the meeting, and made a 
short statement with reference to what had already been 
done in connexion with the Act by the Branch Council 
and a Joint Committee composed of representatives of all 
the medical societies of the city, and he laid before the 
meeting a statement which had been prepared by a sub. 
committee, which he hoped would be acceptable to the 
meeting. After discussion Dr. OLIPHANT moved: 


That this meeting do take action in the matter of approach- 
ing the Corporation of Glasgow in reference to the 
Notification of Births Act. 


This motion was seconded by Dr. Corrim, and carried 
unanimously. Dr. OLiPHANT further moved the adoption 
of the prepared statement read by Dr. Hamitton. This 
motion was seconded by Dr. Murr. Dr, WisHart KERR 
moved as an amendment: 


That it be remitted to a Committee to consider if the Noti- 
fication of Births Act can be repealed, otherwise what 
amendments on the Act are possible and practicable. 


Dr. Morton seconded the amendment. After a discus- 
sion, the amendment was withdrawn, and the motion was 
carried unanimously. On the motion of Dr. Hamimron, 
the following Committee was appointed as a deputation to 
approach the Corporation, namely, Dr. Nicol, Professor 
Stockman, Drs. Oliphant, Borland, Lindsay Steven, F. K. 
Monro, Service. W. L. Muir, Grant Andrew, and Hamilton. 
This was unanimously agreed to. It was also agreed that 
a copy of the report should be sent to the newspapers 
after it was submitted to the Corporation. 

Deputation to Health Committee—Consequent on this 
meeting, the appointed deputation met the Health Com- 
mittee of the Town Council on December 24th, 1907, and 


REPRESENTATION OF THE MEDICAL PROFESSION OF GLASGOW 
WITH RESPECT TO THE NOTIFICATION OF BIRTHS ACT. 1907. 
At a meeting of the members of the medical profession in the 

City of Glasgow, held in the Faculty Hall, on December 10th, 

1907, it was resolved to appoint adepu'ation to lay the following 

siege Pn before the Corporation of the City : 

he medical profession of the City has already, through a 
deputation, when the Omnibus Bill was under consideration 
last spring, assured the Corporation of its entire sympathy 
with the object of the Bill, namely, the reduction of the 
infantile mortality amongst the poorer and less-informed 
classes of the community ; but the profession is of opinion 
that the means by which this object is sought to be attained 
in the Notification Act, in the form in which it has emerged 

from Parliament, are clumsy, and in certain respects of a 

highly objectionable character. 

The provisions of the Act invelve in many Instances an 
unvecessary invasion of the privacy of the homes of the 
citizens, and they place the family doctor in the position of a 
spy and informer in relation to his patients. Under the oath 
which has been imposed upon members of the medical protes- 
sion from time immemorial, every medical man on his 
entrance into the profession declares that he will not know- 
ingly or intentionally do anything to the hurt or prejudice of 
persons committing themselves or committed to his care and 
direction, ‘‘for any consideration, or from any motive what- 
ever,” or divulge any secret committed to his charge. This 
obligation is one of the most honourable and most honoured 
traditions of the profession. It is an obligation imposed upon 
the profession inevery civilized country in the world. It is 
an ethical obligation of higher validity than the Notification 
of Births Act. 

Wher the Notification of Births Bill was before Parliament 
the medical profession urged the ‘iovernment to — the 
clause imposing upon medical men the invidious obligation of 
reporting to the Local Authority the occarrence of 
al) births to which they may be called in. They pointed out 
that the cases with which the Bill was intended to deal were 
not, for the most part, attended by medical men. This fact has 
been illustrated in recent reports by the Medical Officer to the 
Corporation, in which he has shown that in the Cowcaddens 
district of the City, for instance, in which the infantile mor- 
tality is deplorably high, there was no medical man in 
attendance in 78 per cent of the births investigated. 

It was urged as against the obligations of the medical oath 
that the public weal is the supreme law. That observation is 
irrelevant in this connexion. It may be necessary to the 
public weal that there should be early notification of births 
under certain circumstances, but it is not necessary to that 
end that medica! men should be made public informers 

The requirements of the Act, if pressed indiscriminately, 
will in certain instances involve consequences of the most 
distressirg character. There wili be cases, not, unfortunately, 
very uncommon, in which young girls in respectable families 
would come within the purview of the Act, under circum- 
stances of shame and anguish. It may be taken for granted 
that members of the medical profession, jn such cases, may 
not be deterred by any fear of the imposition of penalties from 
fulfil'ing the obligations of the medical oath. 

It was urged in Parliament that the obligaticn sought to be 
imposed upon medical men had a precedent in the case of the 
Notification of Infectious Diseases here is no analogy. In 
the matter of infectious disease an expert opinion is required 
such as only a medical man can give. In the matter of 
Notification of Births all that is in question is the intimation 
of a fact—which can<be given as well by a non-medical person 
as by 8 medica! man. 

In consequence of such representations in Parliament the 
Bill was blocked, and the block was only removed on the 
understanding that the compulsory notification by the medical 
man should be dropped. The profession was out-manceuvred 
on that oecasion, and the Bill was passed as it stands. . 

It is the present intention of the medical profession to bring 
the matter before Parliament in the ensuing session, with a 
view to securing the withdrawal of the objectionable and 
upnecessary Clause. 

Having regard to the assurance which was given to the 
deputation which waited upon the Parliamentary Bills Com- 
mittee when the Omnibus Bill was under cons'deration—tbat 
the obligation upon medical men to notify births would be 
dropped, and to the loyal support afforded by the profession 
to the further progress of the BilJ, the medical profession of 
the City entertain the confident belief that the Corporation 
will act with discrimination in the administration of the Act. 
The profession propose, in the case of each birth in connexion 
with which they are called in, to place in the hands of the 
father, or other responsible person, a simple form of notifica- 
tion, with directions for its transmission to the medical officer 
of health They respectfully invite the Corporation without 
adopting any resolution on the subject, to accept such notifica- 
tion as falling within the scope of the exemption clause of the 
Act, which prevides that no person shall be Hable to a penalty 
if he has reasonable grounds to believe that notice has been 
duly given by some other person. 

The medica! profession of the City desire, further, respect- 
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fully to suggest that a matter of such delicacy as the intima- 
tion of a birth should be communicated, not upon an open 
postcard, but under cover.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH ACTS AMENDMENT 
ACT, 1907. 


Tue Local Government Board in England and Wales has 
issued the following circular letter to Councils of 
Municipal Boroughs and Urban and Rural Districts : 


Local Government Board, 
Whitehall, 8.W , 
December 23rd, 1907, 

Sir, 

Iam directed by the Local Government Board to 
communicate with the Council on the subject of the 
Pablic Health Acts Amendment Act, 1907 (7 Edw. 7, c. 53), 
which comes into force on the 1st day of January next, 

The object of the Act is to«nable Sanitary Authorities 
outside London to obtain when requisite, and without 
incurring the trouble and expense involved in promoting 
Bills for local Acts, various additional powers which are 
based upon provisions in local Acts passed in recent 
Sessions of Parliament. 

The Act, which is to be construed as one with the Public 
Health Acts, is divided into ten Parts. The first, which 
contains enactments of a general character necessary for 
giving effect to the rest of the measure, extends to the 
whole of England and Wales exclusive of the Admini- 
strative County of London. The other Parts, or any sec- 
tions in them, only extend to the district of any local 
authority to which all or any of them are applied by an 
Order of the Board, or, as regards Parts VII., VIII, 
and IX., or any sections of those Parts, by an Order of 
the Secretary of State. 

By “ Local Authority” in the Act and in this Circular 
is meant an Urban Sanitary Authority, an Urban District 
Council or a Rural District Council. Consequently any 
Part or section of the Act may be applied to any borough 
outside London, or to any other urban district, or to the 
district of any Rural District Council. Moreover, in the 
case of a rural district, any Part or section raay be applied 
to any contributory place in the district. 

Parts II. to X. of the Act relate to Streets and Build- 
ings (Part II.), Sanitary Provisions (Part IIT.), Infectious 
Diseases (Part IV.), Common Lodging Houses (Part V.), 
Recreation Grounds (Part VI.), Police (Part VII.), Fire 
Brigade (Part VIIL), Sky Signs (Part 1X.), and Miscel- 
laneous Provisions (Part X.). 

‘Parts VII, VILI. and IX. do not come within the juris- 
diction of the Board. As already mentioned, these Parts 
or any sections of them can only be put in force by an 
Order of the Secretary of State, and any correspondence 
in relation to them should be addressed to the Home 
Office and not to the Board. 

In what follows, references to Parts of the Act are not 
intended to include references to Parts VII., VIII., and IX. 

The Board do not think it necessary in this circular to 
give in detail the effect of the provisions in the several 
Parts of the Act. The general object of them will be 
gathered from the headings of the Parts. The Board’s 
present purpose is to draw attention more particularly to 
those provisions ofjthe Act which prescribe the procedure 
for applying enactments in it to any particular locality, 
and which are contained in Section 3. 

Under that section the Board are empowered, upon the 
application of a Loval Authority, by Order to be published 
in such manner as the Board direct, to declare any Part 
or any section of the Act to be in force in the district of 
the Authority, or where they are a Rural District Council 
in apy contributory place in their district, and also to 
declare any enactments in any local Act which appear to 
the Board to contain provisions similar to or inconsistent 
with any such Part or section to be no longer in force in 
that district or contributory place (Section 3 (1) ). 

In considering whether application should be made to 
have any Part or section of the Act put in force, the Local 
Authority should have regard to the circumstances and 
needs of the locality. They should cause any local Act in 
force in their district to be carefully examined in order to 
ascertain whether itcontains any provision bearing on the 
subject-matter of any Part or section of the present Act 
which they desire to have put in force. 

The Board will be ready to give attention to applications 
under the Act, but they think that such applicetions 
should not be made unless the Local Authority are 


satisfied that the powers sought are really needed. 
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CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 


It is necessary that the Local Authority should. two 
weeks at least before applying to the Board for an Order, 

ve notice of their intention to make the application by 
advertising the same once at least in one or more of the 
newspapers circulating in their district in each of two 
successive weeks, and no Order is to be made until proof 
of the advertisement has been given to the satisfaction of 
the Board, and until at least one month has elapsed after 
the date of such advertisement (Section 3 (2) ). 

The application, which should not be made until after 
the expiration of two weeks from the date of the second 
week’s advertisement, shold by resolution of the 
local Authority asking the Board to put in force any 
specified Part or section of the Act which the Local 
Authority desire to have applied to their district, and in 
the case of a Rural District Council should state whether 
the application relates to the whole district, or to specified 
contributory places in it. A copy of the resolution, certi- 
fied by the Clerk, should be forwarded to the Board, and 
at the same time they should be furnished with a Statu- 
tory Declaration to be made by the Clerk, verifying the 
jact of the issue of the necessary advertisements, and 
having copies of the newspapers in which the advertise- 
ments were published annexed to it as exhibits. 

The Board think that it will be found convenient if 
before a Local Authority publish any advertisement or 
make any formal application for an Order under Section 3 
they forward to the Board drafts of the proposed advertise- 
ment and resolution. These should be accompanied by a 
statement setting out as regards each Part or each 
section of the Act to which the proposal relates the 
grounds upon which it is made, A list of any local Acts 
in force in the district and of any Provisional Orders 
altering such Acts should also be supplied, and if any of 
them contain provisions bearing on the subject matter of 
any Part or section included in the proposed application, 
a copy of the local Act or Order should be forwarded, and 
areference should be given to the provisions in it which 
are In question. If there is no local Act in force, this 
should be stated. ‘his procedure will enable the Board 
to consider the proposal before any advertisement is 
issued, and, if necessary, to make suggestions for its 
am ndment, 

The Board’s Order may specify conditions subject to 
which any Part or any section of the Act is to be in force 
in the district, and where, in the opinion of the Board, the 
circumstances so require, the Order may, in relation to 
that district, declare any Part or any section of the Act to 
be in force subiect to such necessary adaptations as are 
specified in it. A statement of the effect of each Order 
specifying conditions or adaptations that may thus be 
made is to be published in the London Gazette as 
well as in any other manner directed by the Board 
(Section 3 (3)). 

The Board will, when making any Order under the pro- 
visioms of the Act, give all necessary directions as to the 
manner of its publication. 

The Board desire to take this opportunity of calling 
attention shortly to various other provisions contained in 
Part I. of the Act, which, as already explained, is of 
general application. 

Section 2 (4) provides that any bylaws made under any 
enactment for which any provisions of the Act are sub- 
stituted shail remain in force as if the bylaws had been 
made under the corresponding provisionsof the present Act. 

Section 4 provides for the expenses incurred or payable 
by local authorities in the execution of the Act. It 
directs that all such expenses not otherwise provided for 
may be charged and defrayed, in the case of an Urban 
Sanitary Authority or Urban District Council, as part of 
the expenses incurred by them in the execution of the 
Public Health Acts, and that, in the case of a Rural 
District Council, they shall, subject to any power of the 
Board under any Act to order the contrary, be charged 
and defrayed as a part of their general expenses under 
those Acts. 

Section 5 empowers the Board to direct any inquiries 
to be held by their Inspectors which they deem necessary 
in regard to the exercise of any powers conferred upon 
them under the Act, and makes the necessary provisions 
on the subject 

Séction 6 provides that offences under the Act or under 
any >ylaw made under its powers or under the powers of 
the Public Health Act, 1875, or any enactment amending 


or extending that Act, may be prosecuted, and penalties» 
forfeitures, costs, and expenses recovered, in like manner 
and subject to the same provisions as offences which may 
be prosecuted, and penalties, forfeitures, costs, and ex- 
penses which may be recovered, in a summary manner 
under the Public Health Acts. 

Subsection (1) of Section 7 gives a power of appeal in 
certain cases to a Court of Quarter Sessions. It applies 
where any person is aggrieved (a) by any order, judge- 
ment, determination, or requirement of a local authority 
under the Act; (6) by the withholding of any order, cer- 
tificate, licence, consent, or approval which may be made, 
granted, or given by a local authority under the Act; or 
(c) by any conviction or order of a court of summary 
jurisdiction under any provision of the Act. Subsec- 
tion (2), however, provides that where a person 
deems himself aggrieved by the decision of the 
authority in any case in which, under the present 
Act, they are empowered to recover in a summary 
manner any expenses incurred by them, or to 
declare the expenses to be private improvement expenses, 
Section 268 of the Public Health Act, 1875, shall apply. 
The power of appeal given by Subsection (1) of Section 7 of 
the present Act will not apply in any such case whether 
arising under that Act or under the Public Health Act, 


but cases in which an appeal to a court of summary 


jarisdiction in relation to any requirement of the local 
authority, or to any expenses as above mentioned, is 
expressly authorized by the present Act, are excepted 
from the operation of Subsection (2). 

Section 5 makes applicable to bylaws made by a local 
authority under the present Act the provisions with 
respect to bylaws contained in Sections 182 to 186 of the 
Public Health Act, 1875, and any enactment amended or 
extended by those sections. 

Section 13 defines several of the expressions used in the 
Act, and provides that other expressions to which a special 
meaning is assigned by the Public Health Act, 1875, shall 
have the same meaning in the present Act as they have in 
that Act.

CENTRAL MIDWIVES BOARD. 
A MEETING of the Central Midwives Board was held at 
Caxton House, Westminster, on December 19th, with 
Dr. F. H. Coampneys in the chair. 


The Coombe Lying-in Hospital. 

The CHAIRMAN made a statement in regard to a report 
from two of the Manchester examiners as to the insuffi- 
cient training of a candidate at the October examination 
held in Manchester, and said that resolutions had been 
duly passed by the Board to the effect that, in conse- 
quence of irregularities, the name of the Coombe Lying-in 
Hospital, Dablin, be removed from the list of recognized 
training schools, and that the facts and documents 
relating to the case be reported to the General Medical 
Council and to the Privy Council. 


Training of Midwives. 

A letter was received from the Clerk of the Privy Council 
transmitting a copy of a letter from the Local Govern- 
ment Board, enclosing a letter from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Rural Midwives’ Association, in regard to 
the question of the training of midwives, and the 
possibility of the grant of State aid towards the cost of 
such training. The letter was referred to the Standing 
Committee. 

The Roll of Midwives. 

On the motion of Dr. Stantey B. ATKINSON, the 
following resolutions were adopted : 

That in the case of a midwife struck off the Roll upon con- 

sideration of depositions taken at a coroner’s inquisition, 
the Corener be informed of the result.

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That upon application being made for the restoration of the 
name of a midwife to the Roll, the local supervising 
—e under which she practised be notified of the fact 
at once. 

Letters were considered from Mr. W. Schrider, Deputy 
Coroner for Central London, and Honorary Secretary of 
the Coroners’ Society, asking the Board to furnish the 
coroners of England and Wales with an annual copy of the 
Midwives Roll, or in the alternative that the local super. 
vising authorities of England and Wales should furnish 
copies of the local Rolls. The Board decided to refer the 
matter to the Privy Council. 


The Term “ Infectious Disease.” 

Letters were considered from Dr. G. F. Sydenham, of 
Dulverton, asking the Board to define the term “ Infec- 
tious Disease,” and the Board decided that Dr. Sydenham 
be referred to the rules as regards the necessity for dis- 
infection, and to the loca\ supervising authority as regards 
the method and cost of the same.

Vital Stattstirs. 


N seventy-six of the largest English towns, including London, 8,437 
births and 5,}€0 deaths were registered during the week ending 
December 21st, 1907. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, 
which had been 16 0 and 16.1 in the two preceding weeks, further rose 
to 168in the week under notice. The rates in the several towns 
ranged from 6 0 in Bournemoutb, 80 in East Ham, 8.7 in Handsworth 
(Staffs), 9.3 in Hornsey, 99 in Great Yarmouth, and 10.2 in Middles- 
brough, to 21 7in Oldham, 22 5 in Swansea, 24.1 in Sunderland, 24.2 in 
Rotherham, 25.6 in Bootle, 25.7 in Tynemouth, 260 in Merthyr Tydfil, 
and 289in Preston. In London the rate of mortality was equal to 
16.3 per 1.000, while among the seventy-five other large towns thie rate 
averaged 17.0 per 1,000. The principal infectious diseases caused 
a death-rate of 13 per 1.000 in the seventy-six towns; in 
London this death-rate was equal to 1.0 per 1.000, while 
among the other towns the highest death-rates from these 
diseases were 28 in Willesden, 29 in Ipswich, 31 in Aston 
Manor and in Salford, 3.8 in Tynemouth, 48 in Rhondda, 
5.1 in Barrow-in-Furness. and 62 in Bootle. Measles caused a 
death-rate of 17 in Gateshead, 18 in Salford, 1.9 in Leeds, 21 
in Willesden, 36 in Rhondda, 3.8 in Tynemouth, and 5.1 in 
Barrow-in-Furness: scarlet fever of 10 in Burnley; diphtheria 
of 10 in Bull, and 16 in Hanley and in Bootle; whooping-cough of 
11in Northampton, 1.2in Rochdale, 1.3in sunderlang, 1.410 Ipswich 
and in King’s Norton, 25in Aston Manor, and 4.7 in Bootle; and 
diarrhoea of 1.4 in Merthyr Tydfil. The mortality from enteric fever 
showed no marked excess in auy of the large towns. and no fatal 
case Of small-pox was registered during the week. The number of 
scarlet-fever patients under treatment in the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals and the London Fever Hospital, which had been 5,676, 
5,581. and 5,352 at the end of the three preceding weeks, had further 
declined ts 5,035 on December 21st, 1907: 447 new cases were admitted 
= the week, against 623, 554, and 500 in the three preceding 
weeks. 

During the week ending Saturday last, December 28th, 1907, 5,860 
births and 4,527 deaths were registered in seventy-six of the largest 
English towns The annual rate of mortality in these towns decreased 
to 147 per 1,000, having been 16 0, 16.1 and 16 8in the three preceding 
weeks. The lowest death-rates in the seventy-six towns last week 
were 69 in Kings Norton, 7.0 in Hastings, 7.4 in Southampton, 76 in 
East H2in. 80 in Willesden, and 8.1 in Hornsey and in Tottenham, 
the highest rates were 20 0 in Salford, 20.4 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 20.7 
in Stockton-on-Tees, 22.8 in Rhondda, 235 in Wigan, 23.6 in 
Ipswich. and 214 in South Shields In London the death-rate 
was 145 per 1,000, while it averaged 14.8 per 1,000 in the sevebty- 
five other large towns. The death-rate trom the principal 
infectious diseases averaged 1.2 per 1,000; in London the death- 
rate from these diseases was 09 per 1,000, while among the 
seventy-five other Jarge towns the rates ranged upwards to $.0in 
West Bromwich. 31 in Bootle, 32 in Swansea, 33 in Sunderland, 36 
in Rhondda, 39 in Burton-on-Trent, 4.8 in Tynemouth, and 93 in 
Ipswich. Measles caused a death-rate of 1 6 in Bootle. 1 7 in Barrow-in- 
Furness and 1n Leeds, 2.7 in Swansea, 2 9in Burton-on-Trent, 3 8in Tyne 
mouth, and 7.2 in Ipswich ; scarlet fever of 11 in Walsall, 2.1 in New- 
port (Mon,), and 23 in West Bromwich; diphtheria of 1 3 in Norwich ; 
whooping cough of 11 in Northampton, 13 in Devonport, in Aston 
Manor, 10 Suuderland, and in Newcastle-on-Tyxe, 14 in Ipswich, 
and 1.6 in Hanley and in Bootle: and “fever” of 1.1 in 
Northampton. ‘he mortality from diarrhoea showed no marked 
excess 10 any of the large towns, and no death from small-pox 
was registered during the week. ‘there were 4,999 scarlet fever 
patients remaining under treatment in the Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals and the London Fever Hospital, against 5,681, 5,352, 
and 5,025 at the end of the three precedizvg weeks : 353 new cases were 
admittea during the week, against 554, 500, and 447 in the three 
preceding weeks. 


HEALTH OF SCOTTISH TOWNS. 
DurRING the week ending Saturday, December 21st, 1907, 864 births 
and 724 deaths were registered in eight of the principal Scottish 
towns. The annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 
19 2, 20.6, and 20.0 per 1000 in the three pre eding weeks, rose again 
to 208 per 1,000 in the week under notice, and was 4.0 per 1,000 above 
the mean rate during the same period in the seventy-six Jarge English 
towns. Among these Scottish towns the death-rates ranged from 137 
in Aberdeen and 180 in Edinburgh, to 27.4 in Leith and 205 in 
Dundee. The death-rate from the principal infectious diseases 
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averaged 3.3 per 1,000, the highest rates being recorded in Greenock 
and Perth. The 338 deaths registered in Glasgow included 45 which 
were referred to measles, 11 to whooping-cough, 8 to diarrhoea, 3 to 
diphtheria, 3 to cerebro-spinal meningitis, and 2 to enteric fever. 
Four fatal cases of whooping-cough were recorded in Kdinburgh ; 
10 of measles and 4 of diarrhoea in Dundee ; 4 of whooping-cough in 
Aberdeen ; 3 of diphtheria and 2 of cerebro-spinal meningitis in 
Paisley; 20f diptheria in Leith; 5 of measles and 2 of whooping- 
cough in Greenock ; and 3 of whooping-cough in Perth. 

In eight of the principal Scottish towns 864 births and 632 deaths 
were registered during the werk ending Saturday last, !'ecember 28th, 
1907. The arnua) rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 20,6, 
9.0, and £08 per 1,(00 in the three preceding weeks, declined last 
week to 18 2 per 1,000, but was 3.5 per 1,000 above the mean rate in the 
seventy-six large English towns during the same week. The lowest 
death-rates in the Scottish towns were 125 in Leith and 13 2 in Aber- 
deen ; the highest rates were 24.2in Greenock and 254 in Perth. The 
death-rate from the principal infectious diseases averaged 3.1 per 
1,000 in the eight towns, the highest rates from these diseases being 
recorded in Greenock and Perth. The317 deaths recorded in Glasgow 
included 38 which were referred to measles, 3 to scarlet fever, 4 to 
diphtheria, 6 to whooping-cough, 3 to cerebro-spi: al meningitis and 
5 to diarrhoea. Three fatal cases of whoopingcough and 2 of 
diarrhoea were recorded in Edinburgh ; 8 of measles, 3 of whooping- 
cough and 2 of diarrhoea in Dundee; 2 of measles and 3 of diarrhora 
in Aberdeen; 2 of diarrhoea in Paisley: 3 of whooping-cough in 
Leith; 4 of measles and 2 of whooping-cough in Greenock ; and 6 of 
whooping-cough in Perth. 


HEAUTTA OF IRISH TOWNS. 

DuRING the week ending Saturday, December 21st, 1907, 483 births and 
430 deaths were registered in six of the principal Irish towns, as 
against 463 births and 425 deaths in the Lene period. The annual 
death-rate in these towns, which had been 20 5, 22 8, and 22.2 per 1 000 
in the three preceding weeks, fell to 21 3 per 1,000 in the week under 
notice, this figure being 4 5 per 1,000 higher than the mean annual rate 
for the seventy-six Eaglish towns for the corresponding period ‘rhe 
figures ranged from 9.7 in Waterford and 17 2 in Londonderry to 25.0 
in Dublin and 328 in Limerick. The zymotic death-rate in the same 
six Irish towns averaged 07 per 1,000 or 18 per 1000 lower than 
during the preceding period, the highest figure -3 1—being recorded 
in Belfast, while cork, Londonderry, Limerick, and Waterford 
registered no deaths under this heading at all 

uring the week ending Saturday, December 28th, 1907, 328 births 
and 362 deaths were registered in six of tle principal Irish towns, as 
against 483 births and 430 deaths in the preceding period. The annual 
death-rate in these towns, which had been 22 8, 22.2, and 21 3 per 1.000 
in the three preceding weeks, fell to 17.9 per 1.000 in the week uud-r 
notice, this figure being 32 per 1,000 higher than the mean annual 
rate in the seventy-six English towns for the corresponding period. 
The figures ranged from 7.4in Limerick and 109 in Londonderry to 
2.9in Belfast and 253in Waterford ‘ihe zymotic death-rate in the 
same six Irish towns averaged 1 4 per 1.000, or 0.7%per 1 000 higher than 
during the preceding period, the highest figure—3 0—hbeing recorded 
in Belfast, wh'le Cork and Londonderry registered no deaths under 
this heading at all. The deaths in Belfast of this class were 
principally due to measles.
